As an independent institution, the Cor¬ 
coran Gallery of Art needs individual and private 
contributions for support and survival.

Introduction 


This Exhibition of American Drawings, from 
private collections of Friends of the Corcoran, has 
been designed to bring a particular pleasure into the 
area of museum exhibitions. With talent and knowl¬ 
edge Mr. H. Marc Moyens, Chairman of the Friends’ 
Exhibition Committee, elected to use the format of 
the traditional ‘‘Cabinet des Dessins” in order to cre¬ 
ate a sense of intimacy in one of the large galleries 
of the Corcoran. The variety in choice reflects the 
variety and eclectic tastes of the private collector, of 
whom it has been said that “the man who follows 
his own taste remains his own master.” Here, in a 
collectors’ room, one can be exposed to individual 
personality, providing the special pleasure of a visit 
to a friend’s home. 

In the terms designated by The American 
Drawing Society, a “drawing” is defined as “any 
marking, considered a finished work, which is es- 
entially linear in character, on virtually any surface, 
in any color, executed with any tool, from pencil to 
object imprint, to material attachment”. With less 
than six months in which to organize the exhibition, 
and with an enormous number of drawings available, 
it became necessary to restrict the selection, omit¬ 
ting beautiful watercolors, collages, and other media 
which might have been included in the definition. 
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Within these limits you will see drawing in the 
conservative methods of the 18th and 19th centuries, 
branching outward into the innovations of the early 
20th century, and into this moment when—as Ber¬ 
nice Rose states in her catalog to the current MOMA 
Exhibition, Drawing Now —“drawing has moved from 
one context, that of a ‘minor’ support medium, an 
adjunct to painting and sculpture, to another, that of 
a major and independent medium with distinctive 
expressive possibilities altogether its own.” Some 
drawings strongly exemplify the character of an art¬ 
ist’s painting or sculpture; as expressed by Dela¬ 
croix, “the first few outlines through which an able 
master indicates his thought contain the germ of 
everything significant that the work will offer.” Other 
drawings stand alone as the deepest expression of 
an artist’s imagination, and may be bellwethers into 
the future of American art. 

To Marc Moyens, his able assistants, Caro¬ 
lyn Alper, Caril Dreyfuss, and Marvin Gerstin, the 
Friends are most grateful, for this Committee had the 
exacting task of examination, selection, and presen¬ 
tation, aided by Rita Surrey, Chairman of Telephone 
services. They have had constant help and encour¬ 
agement from the Director, Roy Slade; from the 
Chief Curator, Jane Livingston; from the Registrar, 
Susan Grady, and from a great many persons in the 
Corcoran Gallery staff. Renee Barozzi organized an 
efficient volunteer guard service to supplement the 
professional guards, since protection for privately- 
owned works of art is of prime importance. Brenda 
Seligson was responsible for the organization of the 
Exhibition dinner. The Board of Directors of the 
Friends, who inspired the Exhibition, gave immeas¬ 
urable help, and we heartily thank all of these par¬ 
ticipants. Most of all we appreciate the willing and 
generous lenders, now facing vacant spaces on 
home walls, all of them working towards the suc¬ 
cessful presentation of this Exhibition which we 
trust is yet another source of vitality within the 
Corcoran Gallery. It is indeed the Friends’ Fifteenth 
Anniversary gift to the realization of a memorable 
Bicentennial Year in Washington’s oldest museum 
of art.
